2. An airfield ,reportedly, was under construction at Negru Voda, at a point 
86 Icdlometers northvest of Constante. Informent received this information 
in April 1951, from peasants who lived in the area where the sirfield was 
being built, 


3. In late August or early September 1951, a plane towing a balloon flew over 
Constenta. Antiaireraft batteries fired at the target.

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6, Barracks at Strada Mircea, formerly occupied by Rumanian forces, were utilized 
by Soviet troops. At Strada Stalin, where Rumanian artillery had been lodged, 
the barracks were similarly occupied by Soviet troops. Soviet infentry ja 
Constanta was estimated by informant to consist of one regiment of 2,000 men. 
Soviet artillery and administration personnel numbered about 1,000. "Rumanian 
forces totalled about one company which was stationed at an old textile factory 
on Strada Stefen cel Mare, 


7. In August 1951, surveys were being made at Oltenita, where 4 new canal was to 
be built connecting Oltenita with Bucharest. 


8, Soviet troopa and prisoners were engaged in April 1951 in the laying of 
new telephone cables on Soseaua Oborului and Strada Mircea. 
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
